team championship. The two men are ruthless champions. 


NDIANAPOLIS, INDIANA— 

During my many months on the 
road, | have interviewed hundreds 
of wrestlers. Most of these 
interviews ended up as stories for 
this magazine. Only my most 
extensive or horrifying conver- 
sations have found their way into 
this column. 

One of the most fascinating 
discussions | ever had with a 
wrestler was the one | had recently 
with Blackjack Lanza. | had come to 
this ‘city to cover some routine 
matches. | spotted Blackjack in the 
dressing room area, where he was 
visiting with some of the wrestlers 
scheduled to go on that night. We 
chatted for a few minutes, and then 
he agreed to sit for an interview. 

lam not now, nor have! ever been, 
completely at ease in a wrestling 
arena. | simply cannot do my best 
work in those surroundings. A good 
interview should take place as far 
away as possible from an arena. 
Indeed, | have held interviews in my 
car (with Rocky Johnson), in a park 
(with Mr. Wrestling Il), and on the 
beach (with Jack Brisco). 

The Indianapolis Motor 
Speedway was the site | chose to 
interview Blackjack Lanza. 

It was a chilly day and the 
speedway was deserted. But within 
that great, vast expanse of open 
space, | was able to conduct one of 
the most revealing interviews | have 
ever had with any wrestler. 

As we huddled in the stands 
by the finish line, Blackjack began to 
talk about his career; his hopes, his 
failures. 


“You know,” he told me, ‘‘when| 
first started wrestling, | wanted 
nothing more than to win a 
respected wrestling title. | thought it 
was the most important thing. But 
now that | have been holding a belt 
for a while, | really wonder if the 
effort was worth it. 

“There are times when | just 
become fed up with the whole crazy 
mess. | think | might have been 
wiser if | had never gone into 
professional wrestling in the first 
place. But what else can | do now? | 
am locked into a pattern from which 
there is no escape. It has all been 
preordained. 

“You might ask me about what | 
can do to escape from this pattern of 
which | am speaking. The answer, 
quite simply, is nothing. | have tried, 
but it is impossible. My life is totally 
consumed by wrestling. 

“| enjoy holding the AWA tag 
team title with Bobby Duncum. 
There s a lot of fun and glory 
connected with being a champion. 
But sometimes, it can be a dreadful 
bore. There are responsibilities 
inherent in the title which | never 
dreamed possible while | was just a 
contender. No one warned me. | 
wasn't prepared. And in spite of 
what some people may think, | do 
care about the title. | care a lot.” 

Lanza fell silent for a few 
moments. A cold stiff wind raced 
around the track and up into the 
stands where we sat. | looked 
directly at Blackjack, and | could see 
he was quite upset over what he 
had just said. ;

O F ALL THE stupid wastes of 
time, the controversy over 
banning maneuvers has to take first 
prize for dumbness. It’s a stupidity 
based on cowardice. 

All this talk of making some 
moves illegal is just the whimpering 
wrestlers’ way of saying, ’l’m scared!"’ 
Being a professional wrestler with- 
out knowing how to defend oneself, 
| suppose the fellow has a right to 
be scared. Incompetence in the face 
of combat is always frightening. 
But when one tries to mask incom- 
petence by crying foul, that’s 
ridiculous. 

Case in point: banning the pile- 
driver. As it stands, a man is 
immedately disqualified for using 
it in the AWA, may be disqualified 
in the NWA, and they're afraid to 
talk about it in the WWWF (any 
maneuver threatening fragile Sam- 
martino’s neck gets them nervous 
these days). This confusion results 
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from a lot of whining by the self- 
proclaimed scientific wrestlers. 
Commissions, realizing any injury 
to these muddlers would mean a 
drop at the box-office, give in to their 
desperate demands. Every so often, 
a real wrestler challenges the 
stupid banning, then no one knows 
what is going on. The only people 
who like that situation are the 
scientific wrestlers, whose entire 
reputations are based onignorance. 
Let’s examine the piledriver. It’sa 
perfectly straightforward 
maneuver, difficult to master and 
devastating in its effects. Anyone able 
to perfect it has a great advantage 
over an opponent. Many scientific 
wrestlers, who. disguise their 
limited repertoires as “‘sticking by 
the rules,’’ haven't a prayer in 
learning this tactic. Therefore, they 
have to use the commissions to do 
their dirty work for them. “Ban what 
you can’t learn” is a scientific rule. 


There is no logical reason to ban 
the piledriver. Taking it from its 
master is like putting weights on a 
flying wrestler. Many scientific 
wrestlers insist their opponents be 
thrust into the same hole they've 
wallowed in for years. “He 
shouldn't be allowed to do that’ can 
be translated into “I can’t do that 
because | don’t have the skill.”’ 

There is no excuse to deprive the 
fans of watching the piledriver. It's 
an exciting maneuver, awesome in 
its fierce majesty. Executed per- 
fectly, it's one of wrestling’s great 
thrills. It's a combination of grace 
and cruelty found in no other sport. 
The fans would be the real losers if 
this maneuver is forever banned. 
Protect the cowards and destroy the 
sport. 

lf only it was just the piledriver 
that was in danger, there wouldn't 
be so great a crisis. It would be 
foolish to think the “scientific” 
(cowardly) wrestlers will stop there. 
The fact of the matter is that many 
maneuvers are being endangered 
by the physically limited, terrified 
group. Many top wrestlers have 
been forced to modify or abandon 
various maneuvers because of 
commission pressure originating 
with the whining ‘‘sportsmen.”’ 

Who can forget the beautiful 
majesty of Ray Stevens’ ‘bombs 
away?” The younger fans can't 
forget it, they've been deprived of 
ever seeing it. A couple of guys got 
hurt because they weren't 
physically capable of absorbing 
minimal punishment. Naturally, 
this scared the crybabies. They 
went right to the commissioners 
(probably with a hefty bribe) and 
demanded Stevens be deprived of 
his most effective maneuver.

The aged boot didn’t 
hold up. 
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RUMOR: Believing in the ancient Polynesian art of predicting the 
future, Peter Maivia plans his entire career on the random 
throwing of conch shells and rocks. He has betrayed partners and 
cancelled matches infuriating promoters, simply because the 
shells say he shouldn't wrestle. 


FACT: Peter Maivia has a degree in ancient cultures from a top 
university. He is doing his MFA thesis on the Polynesian art of 
foretelling the future. He doesn’t believe in it nor has he ever 
betrayed partner nor promoter. He has made jokes about what 
the shells say and someone obviously took him seriously, 
starting the rumor. 


RUMOR: The ASPCA is asking that Sheik be arrested for torturing 
snakes. The grappler’s hatred of the creatures has turned him to 
mutilating and starving the slinky creatures. If convicted, Sheik 
faces 12 years imprisonment.

HILE MOST of the nation 

was thrilling at “The Return 
of Bigfoot’’ on The Six-Million Dollar 
Man, one man was staring angrily 
at the drama. The first Bigfoot, 
Andre the Giant, watched Ted 
Cassidy portraying the creature 
Andre had created. 

A year ago, Andre had acted as 
Bigfoot to instant acclaim and 
popularity. He was so successful, 
the producers of The Six-Million 
Dollar Man decided to bring back the 
character to lead off the new 
television season, the most 
important show of the year. 
Naturally, they asked Andre to 
recreate his unforgettable 
characterization. The giant grappler 
delightedly accepted. Three hours 
later, thoroughly humiliated, Andre 
was forced to decline the role. 

After agreeing to be Bigfoot, acall 
thought only to be a courtesy was 
made to various wrestling 
promoters. Andre was asking them, 
as a favor, to let him out of 
scheduled matches for the time it 
would take him to film the show. He 
would wrestle in the near future for 
them, making up for any lost money.

TO ITS KNEES 


E IS ONE of the most contro- 

versial men in wrestling. Trained 
by his father and his older 
brother, he started out as a strictly 
scientific wrestler. But this young man 
realized he would have to gét tough to 
make it to the top. He changed his 
attitude and became a _hell-raiser. 
Shortly thereafter, he became one of the 
most feared individuals to ever enter the 
arena. On December 10, 1975, he beat 
Jack Brisco for the NWA title. He is 
Terry Funk. 


Q: Welcome to the “Hotseat,” Terry. 

A: Let’s dispense with the formal 
stuff. 1am the NWA champion. I 
am a busy man. Get on with this 
interview already! 

Q: Certainly Terry. A lot of people 
consider you’an accidental 
champion. The night you won the 
title, Dory Jr. had been scheduled 
to wrestle then-champion Jack 
Brisco. Brisco trained fora match 
against Dory—not you. What’s 
your reaction to this? 

A: All it was, brother, was a clever 
bit of strategy on the part of the 
Funk family. We realized Brisco 
would be training for Dory. We 
realized he would be thinking of 
his match against Dory day and 
night. So we pulled a switch on 
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him. I substituted for Dory. 
Brisco. was asked by the proper 
authorities if he would put the 
belt up against me that night, and 
he said he would. And then ina 
short 28 minutes, I defeated him 
with an inside cradle.

Everyone figures me to win the match, 
so the odds are fantastic. Little do the 
bettors know I’ve been injured. 
Sammartino gets the information right 
from the assassin. A sweet deal. I guess 
Bruno has quite a mortgage on that 
place in Pittsburgh. 

“I’m not the only one,” Stasiak claims, 
“or I'd think it was just to get revenge 
against me for being better than they 
are. But they did the same thing to 
Volkoff, and Ill bet it will be the same 
with Sammartino’s next challenger!” 

As might be expected, Lou Albano, 
Nikolai Volkoffs manager, agrees 
with Stasiak, usually at the top of his 
lungs.

best around. And now his name has 
begun to dominate those talks. 
Greg's name was also mentioned 
in discussions about the top tag 
teams. With Jim Brunzell, Gagne 
has made some remarkable 
innovations in the sport and has 
promised to do much more. While 
he is considered a top solo grappler, 
most people are fascinated by his 
revolutionary tag team tactics. This 


tended to make the experts overlook 
Gagne’s title drive until it was upon 
them. 

Talking to most observers of the 
wrestling scene produces the same 
opinion: 1977 is the year Greg 
Gagne becomes AWA champion. 
All the omensare visible; the means 
are evident. Bockwinkle has always 
been weakest against fast, agile 
grapplers. Indeed, grace and speed

are Bockwinkle’s greatest fears. 
Gagne is the right man at the right 

' time in the right place. Hecan'thelp 
it if he’s lucky. 

Of course, Greg knows he’s been 
picked as the heir apparent. The 
praise is delightful, but the 
responsibility is wearing, adding 
pressure to his every appearance. 
Wrestlers watch his every move and 
devise strategies especially to 
defeat him. Gagne will face his 
toughest competition in the next 12 
months. He will either become 
champion or a doomed man. 


The adulation and expectation 
haven't affected Greg's personality 
or his outlook on life. However, 
there is a change about his career 
considerations. 

“The time for experimentation is 
over,’ Greg admits, ‘‘the discovery 
of what works best for me. | now 
know my capabilities and 
limitations. There’ll be a lot less 
recklessness in future matches. | 
can't take many chances. There is 
too much to lose. 


“| want the championship. That's 
something | didn’t realize about 
myself before people started saying 
| was getting close to it. I'd always 
thought I'd go for the title later in my 
career, when the responsibilities 
wouldn't be so limiting. Now, when 
it’s a real possibility, | find myself 
wanting the title as soon as can be. 
It's weird to wake up one morning 
and discover you're ambitious; 
playtime is over. 

“There are so many things | 
wanted to do with my life that don't 
seem important anymore. | was 
probably using them as excuses to 
not go for the title. Once the 
championship became possible, all 
other plans disappeared. The title is 
so much more important than 
anything else | ever imagined. 

“Also, it’s a chance to become 
wealthy when |'m still a young 
man.That’s a strange thought. | 
never really needed money or went 
without anything for very long. But 
this is a whole different thing. This 
is more money than | need or want, 
serious money. That can change a 
life. I'll have to start thinking about 
investments, planning, buying 
property. I'd always thought that 
would scare me. Now that I’m faced 
with it, though, | find it really 
exciting.” 

Greg does have one regret. 

“| was really excited,’’ he
